Investigate delay in ambulance response

Illinois State Police District 11 has 
launched an investigation into an acci- 
dent during icy road conditions last 
week which left a seriously-injured 16- 
year-old Madison High School student 
on the McCambridge Viaduct southeast 
of Madison for approximately 20 
minutes before an ambulance arrived. 
The young woman was continuing to 
fight for her life this morning.

weather, .according to Ed Morton, 
manager of Campbell Ambulance Ser- 
vice. 

Within a 45-minute period, the service 
was dispatched to six accidents, two of 
which were serious, Morton said. 

The McCambridge. accident, which 
involved two members of the Madison 
High School girls’ basketball team and 
a friend, occurred at about 5:15 p.m. 
when an automobile driven by 
Geraldine Wedeman, 32, of Fenton, 
Mo.,/spun out of control after hitting a 
patch of ice. 

Kimberly Goes, 16, of 2036 
Hildebrand St., Cloverleaf Addition, 
was driving the other automobile and, 


according to an Illinois State police 
report, she could not avoid the vehicle, 
which hit her auto head-on. Laura 
Piechocinski, 17, of 2021 Collinsville 
Ave., and Christina Corp, 16, of 2029 
Troy Ave., in Madison, were 
Passengers in the automobile, which 
was enroute to catch a bus taking the 
basketball team to a regional game at 
Assumption. 

Both Miss Goes and Miss Piechocin- 
ski are recuperating following surgery 
at St. Elizabeth Medical Center. Miss 
Corp was listed Friday in serious condi- 
tion with a depressed skull fracture at 
Firmin Desloge Hospital in St. Louis. 
She was transferred there by Campbell 
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Ambulance Service. 

At 5:23 p.m., Madison police received 
a call for an ambulance from Madison 
County sheriff’s deputies, who arrived 
first on the scene. 

Madison dispatcher Harry Peterson 
said he told county police that the acci- 
dent was not in the city’s jurisdiction, 
but he offered to make a call to Camp- 
bell. 

He said he called Campbell im- 
mediately. Morton explained that after 
5 p.m., all calls are ‘automatically 
transferred to either Centralia or Alton, 
where dispatchers are on duty. The 
Pontoon Beach office, he said, does not 

have a dispatcher on duty. 


A Post Corporation 
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The dispatcher who worked Wednes- 
day could not be reached for comment, 
but Peterson said that, when he called, 
he was not told that no ambulance was 
available. 

Campbell Ambulance normally has: 
two units available, but during Wednes- 
day’s icy road conditions, both am- 
bulances were on call at other ac- 
cidents. One of the accidents, on the 
Highway 111 viaduct south of in Pon- 
toon Beach, required that an injured 
man be extricated. The ambulance 
crew was there for about 45 minutes, 
Morton said, and added that, when it ar- 
rived, a rescue’ squad from Pontoon 
Beach had not yet been notified.

When extrication of a person is re- 
quired, the ambulance service has 
agreements with certain towns that re- 
quire a rescue squad to be dispatched, 
Morton said. Campbell does have such 
an agreement with the Long Lake Fire 
Department. 

Campbell also was dispatched to ac- 
cidents at Interstate 270 and Route 203, 
and Highway 111 and 1-270, Morton 
said. Three ‘patients were taken by 
Campbell to receive treatment from in- 
juries in the latter accident, he said. 

“Somewhere in this time the accident 
on McCambridge happened,”’ he said. 

When the call came into the Pontoon

Caucus led by Wolf seeks fair steel import, export rules

The Illinois Steel,Caucus was formed 
Thursday at Springfield by state 
legislators, with Chairman Sam W. 
Wolf of Granite City pledging active ef- 
forts to help the depressed steel in- 
dustry. 

Plans include a symposium this spr- 
ing addressed by economists and by 
leaders of the United Steelworkers of 
America, steelmaking firms and 
federal agencies, State Rep. Wolf told 
the Press-Record. 

In addition to electing Wolf, a Granite 
City Democrat, as chairman, the Steel 
Caucus chose Rep. Robert Piel, South 
Holland Republican, as vice-chairman 
and Rep. Sam Panyanovich, Chicago 
Democrat, as secretary-treasurer. 

A constitution and bylaws were 
adopted by the group, which decided to 
invite Illinois state senators to par- 
ticipate as well as Illinois House 
members. 

Continuing steel import problems will 
ed among the issues dealt with by the 

1 Caucus, Wolf related. 
“tn contacting. other legislators as 


steps were being taken to create the 
new organization, the. Granite Cityan 
told them, ‘‘All of us are aware of the 
problems of the steel industry 
throughout the ‘country_and, more par- 
ticularly, in Illinois. 

“Some of the latest tigiees from the 
American Iron and Steel Institute in- 
dicate that .more than 150,000 
steelworkers are either on an indefinite 
layoff or on a short-workweek schedule. 
Mills are operating at least than 40 per- 
cent of capacity. 

“Employment generally in the steel 
industry has slipped to its lowest level 
since the Depression year of 1933. 
Public officials in this state as well as 
others in the Midwest region are great- 
ly concerned with the plight of the steel 
industry and the communjties and peo- 
ple affected by its decline. 

“Other states in the Midwest are 
meeting to form their own steel 
caucuses to supplement that of the Con- 
gressional Steel Caucus in Washington. 

“Ag.a legislator from a district (the 
111th) Illinois House District) heavily 
dependent on steel, I recognize the 
necessity for such a caucus to meet the 


needs of the people I represent. As a 
state official, I realize the responsibili- 
ty we have to offer assistance to one of 
our most important industries and one 
of our largest employers."’ 

Wolf and. other Illinois legislators 
earlier went to Washington, D. C., and 
conferred with legislators and officials 
there, recommending U.S. governmen- 
tal action to prevent unfair foreign 
trade practices, including below-cost 
“dumping” of steel made overseas. 

During Thursday's session in Spr- 
ingfield, Wolf, Piel and Panyanovich 
were designated as a nominating com- 
mittee to propose the names of six state 
legislators to serve on the executive 
committee of the Illinois Steel Caucus. 


‘The nine-member executive panel will 


include the three officers. 
The eight purposes of the group are 
to: 

Promote and expand the economic 
viability of the Illinois steel industry 
and the jobs of its workers 

Focus legislative and public atten- 
tion on the factors producing the 
unhealthy condition of .the steel in- 
dustry in Illinois.

Dune buggy fatality 


Robert Charles Jones, ,28, of 1200 
Market. St., Venice, was pronounced 
dead at 4 p.m. Sunday by Madison 
County Deputy Coroner Bill Sternberg 
after Mr, Jones was thrown from a 
dune buggy north of the Merchants 
Bridge in Madison. 

Michael Bazzell, driver of the dune 
buggy, said that he was approached by 
Mr. Jones, who sought a ride in the 
vehicle. Bazzell agreed and Mr. Jones 
got into the buggy, which was equipped 
with rollbars. Bazzell said that the 
buggy went over a high spot in the trail 
and he lost control of it. 

Mr. Jones was thrown clear of the 
vehicle and was still breathing when, 
Bazzell stopped the vehicle and ap- 
proached him. Two of Mr. Jones’ 


friends, who were south of the bridge 
near the Venice boat dock, were told 
about the accident and they immediate- 
ly went to the accident scene and placed 
Mr. Jones in their car, apparantly to 
transport him to medical assistance: 

They were driving southward on the 
Venice levee when Mr. Jones stopped 
breathing. They took him out of the car 
about 500 feet south of the brid 
flagged down a Venice patrolman, who 
was passing along the bottom of the 
levee. 

Madison police are investigating the. 
incident. 

Funeral arrangements for Mr. Jones 
are pending at Officer Funeral Home, 
2114 Missouri Ave., East St. Louis. The 
telephone number there is 874-4244. 


Fear measles outbreak. 


William L. Kempiners, director of the 
Ilinois.Department of Public Health, is 
advising parents that outbreaks of 
measles have occurred in Illinois and 
western Indiana. 

“Parents of children through college 
age are advised that their children 
should be protected with measles vac- 
cine if they do not already have im- 
munity against this disease,” Kem- 
piners said Friday. “Immunization 
may be obtained through a physician or 
a local health department.” 

The Center for Disease Control has 
advised the state health department 
that as many as 170 Indiana University 
students and 18 Purdue University 
students have been identified as having 
measles. 

The upcoming spring school vacation 
presents.an opportunity for this disease 
to spread, he said. There also are out- 
breaks of 32 cases in Chicago and 25 
cases in Christian County. 

Measles is an acute, highly com- 
municable disease characterized by 


fever, sore throat and inflammation of 


the eyes, followed three, to seven days 
later by a dusky-red blotchy rash. 

The rash, which begins on the face 
and spreads over the body, lasts four to 
six days; however, symptoms can ap- 
pear earlier or later. 


All children at 15 months of age, or as 
soon as thereafter as possible, should 
be immunized for measles, Kempiners 
related. In areas of measles outbreak, a 
child who is at least six months of age 
may be given measles vaccine, but a 
reimmunization must be given al- 15 
months of age to ensure protection. 

There is no upper age limit on recéiv- 
ing measles vaccine. 


Measles immunization is not recom- 
mended for pregnant women; persons. 
with leukemia, lymphomas or other 
generalized neoplasms; severe illness; 
active tuberculosis not under treat- 
ment; or allergy to neomycin. 

Measles is often a severe disease, fre- 
quently complicated by middle ear in- 
fection of bronchopneumonia. 

Encephalitis occurs in approximately 
one-of every 2,000 reported cases; sur- 
vivors may have permanent brain 
damage and mental retardation. 


Death from uncomplicated measles 
is rare. Those deaths which do occur 
are usually from secondary 
pneumonia, mainly in children less 
than two years old. 

The state health department is re- 
questing that all rash-like illnesses be 
reported to local-level health depart- 
ments or the state health department.

Street Illinois Conference on Downtown Development, 
being held today through Wednesday in Springfield. 
The meeting will review pilot revitalization programs 
conducted during the past two years. 

Experts in planning, development and rehabilitation 
are sharing ideas on how to enhance or maintain cen- 
tral business districts. Sponsored by the Illinois 
Department of Commerce and Community Affairs 
(DCCA), the sessions will bring city planners together 
with local government officials and business leaders. 

Issues being dealt with include parking, building 
rehabilitation, government assistance and marketing 
programs. ~ ; 

Peter B. Fox, DCCA director, says, ‘It has been pro- 
ven, both by the Illinois and national Main Street 
Center programs, that implementing sore basic pro- 
grams can rejuvenate central business areas. 

“Under Main Street Illinois, results were achieved 
by creating local downtown managers to coordinate 


development projects. We were able to identify and 
overcome in five communities many obstacles that are 
common to cities and villages throughout the state.”” 

The two-year pilot project which began in Illinois in 
January 1981 targeted Vandalia, Quincy, Macomb, 
Dundee and Mount Carroll. DCCA provided each with a 
$12,500 grant to help employ a development coor- 
dinator. 

“In the last nine‘months of 1982 alone, these towns 
had 27 business openings and five expansions creating 
171 new jobs. This represents private investments of 
$1,900,000 in that period,” Fox related. 

The conference is intended to spread the word on how 
similar rejuvenation can be achieved in other cities.

I read with interest: and 
some amazement. dbout 
Mayor Sasyk’s new commit: 
- tee to look into cable TV 

In talking to two of the 
members, both prominent 
businessmen, neither of 
them hdd been asked if they 
would serve, or were in- 
terested in serving, on the 
cable TV committee. This 
committee) could con- 
ceivably form a ‘‘not-for- 
profit” corporation and sup- 
port a cable TV system 
within Madison 

What bothers me is the 
cost factor involved and the 
apparent hundreds. of 
thousands of dollars of tax- 
Payers money alrady spent 
on cable TV and the alleged 
burglar alarm system. 

One alderman stated quite 


honestly to me that they did 
not do their homework when 
they previously proposed 
cable TV 


Four maximum utility 
taxes went into effect July 1, 
1981. Yet, it is nearly im- 
possible to find out from the 
city or the utility company 
how much money has been 
collected as a result of the 
tax and how, specifically, 
the money collected from the 
utility tax was spent: 


An alarm system is being 
proposed, but on one can 
answer how much it will cost 
to install te alarm system, 
from where the money for 
this alarm system will come 
or came, what the 
homeowners will have to pay 
for this system and who real- 
ly wants the alarm system? 


It appears to me that the 
éity ‘administration and the 
current aldermen again are 
not doing their homework as 
to the cost to the taxpayer. 

There has -been no 
systematic survey taken to 
see if the majority of the peo- 
ple of Madison can afford or 
want cable TV or an alarm 
system. If the majority do, 
then I would be in favor of-it.

for Patti, a:twelve year old 
white girl who was abused in 
her natural home. 

Described as very attrac: 
tive, Patti has brown hair 
and is of average height and 
weight. Considered to be an 
average student, the seventh 
grader is active in girl 
scouts, enjoys going to 

yfhurch and is a cheerleader. 
Because of the abuse she 
Suffered in her home, Patti is 
slow to trust and ean be stub- 
born. She can also be. ex- 
pected to ‘‘test’’ her foster 
parents to determine if they, 
too, will reject or hurt her. 

In spite of these problems, 
department social workers 
expéct that Patti would res- 
pond positively to flexible, 
consistent parenting. 

Although a two-parent 
family is preferred for Patti, | 
single parents with sufficient 
time and energy are also 
considered for foster 
children 

Both single parents and 
two parent families must be 
able to set and maintain 
reasonable,, common-sense 


rules, according to~ Gail 
Holzhausen, resou 
development ‘supervisor in 
the department's Belleville 
field office. Foster parents 
should also be willing to 
work ‘closely with depart- 
ment social workers and 
local school personnel 

All foster parents must be 
licensed. The licensing pro- 
cess, for whi there is no 
charge, requires foster 
parents to’ attend four train- 
ing sessions, to visit with 
department licensing 
workers, to submit medical 
exam information, to have 
good reference reports and 
to undergo a cyminal 
background chec! The 
licensing process usually 
takes at least three months. 

Foster parents are paid 
from $190 to $235 per month 
per child, depending on the 
child’s age. The department 
also pays all médical, dental 
and pharmaceutical. ex- 
penses for foster children. 
School book rental fees are 
paid by the state.

Single parents often fear 
that their families will face 
more serious problems than 
the ‘‘traditional"’ two-parent 


family, but that's not 


necessarily the case. 
"i Their troubles aren't 


~ always more serious. It’s

~~ just that children in a single- 
parent family face 
somewhat different types of 


problems and opportunities 


~~ than children in two-parent 


families. 


-* As a result of the loss of 


one parent, the relation bet- 
ween the remaining parent 
and the children may 


change. 

‘That change can be for the 
better, as long as both the 
adult and the children know 
what they can reasonably 
expect from each other. 

In most ‘traditional’ 
families, the decisions are 
made by the parents. But in. 
single-parent familiés, the 
children are more likely to 
be included in the decision- 
making process. 

In this situation, the 
children are provided the op- 
portunity to learn how to 
make decisions and to learn 
the consequences of both 
good and bad choices. 

Children of single parents 
must often take on new 
responsibilities, such as 
housework and haps the 
care of younger brothers and 
sisters. This, too, provides 
children with the opportuni- 

. ty to exercise skills in in- 
dent living. 

juch changes in the roles 

and responsibilities of both 

children’and adults are not 


opportunities 


without potential problems, 
however. 

Often, a recently divorced 
parent may become overly 
dependent on the children 
for emotional support. 

While children can indeed 
be a comfort to a parent in 
distress, youngsters are: not 
prepared to take on the role 
of surrogate partner. 

Young children, rather 
than teenagers; seem to be 
the most vulnerable to this 
sort of dependent. relation- 
ship. That is, adolescents 
seem to, be able to give emo- 
tional support without -suc- 
cumbing to a false sense of 
maturity. 

The loss of a nurturing, 
reliable parent’s support can 
make some. children con- 
cerned about the security of 
their world. The confused 
youngster may cope by 
adopting a false mask of in- 
dependence and reluctance 
to seek love and affection 
from others. 

Children can greatly 
benefit from the chance to 
take part“lin family deci- 
sions, but they can also be 
hurt if their parents depend 
on them for the kind of emo- 
tional support only another 
adult can give. 

It is important for newly 
separated parents to 


acknowledge that their fami-" 


ly structure has changed. If 
the children know — from 
the start — that their new op- 
portunities, and respon- 
sibilities go hand in hand, the 
family can be a stronger one. 

In turn, the parents must 
recognize that there’s a fine 
line between having ‘“‘grown- 
up” children and having 
children who've had to grow 
up too fast.

Port improvements closer to reality 


The proposed improve- 
ment project for the St. 
Louis Harbor and expansion 
of the harbor north of Tri. 
City Regional Port has mov- 
ed a step nearer realization. 
‘The Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors (BERH) 
of the ‘U.S. Corps of 
Engineers has concurred in 
the findings of the St. Louis 


Engineer District. and is 
recommending approval of 
the project 


The recommended plan 
for the St. Louis Harbor con- 
tains two major elements. 

e first is to construct an 
“L" dike or similan, struc- 
ture adjacent to the St, Louis 
Municipal ‘Dock to provide 
reliable water transport ac- 
cess by reducing the existing 
sedimentation problem.

Her parests were German 
immigrants who farmed:on 
Chouteau Island and she 
grew up here, along the 
Mississippi. River. She 
recalls the river flooding 
their hore several times, 
forcing th> family to live in 

. the upper floor of the house 
and forcing the cattle to the 
loft of thebarn until the flood 
waters receded. 

They were a religious 
family asd held membership 
in St, John Evangelical 
Church, now St. John United 
Church 9f Christ. To attend 
services, they traveled in a 
box wagon drawn by a team 
of horses. In’ cold or rainy 
weather, a tarpaulin was put 
over the wagon for protec- 
tion, Mts. Meyer explained. 

“T attended school on the 
Island, traveling much of the 
time on a horse named ‘Bill’ 
and at age 12 started work- 
ing away from home, doing 
housework for neighbors. and 
relatives. 


“When I was 16 my mother _ 


died, leaving 11 children. 
One cied previously,"’ the 
centemarian added. Since 
Anna was the second oldest 
daugiter, much of the caring 
for the home fell to her. 

Mrs. Meyer enjoyed going 
to dances, sometimes with 
herolder brother, John, and 
at one of these dances she 
met Herman Meyer, the pro- 
pnetor of a butcher shop. 
They dated for some time, 
bit after his shop burned and 
he was left with no money, 


he was embarrassed to see 
Anna again. However, even- 
tually they met again at a 
dance and resumed their 
courtship. 

When Anna was 23 years 
old they were married—on 
April 26, 1906. 

Guests were invited by her 
brother, John, who rode on 
horseback to the homes of 
friends, relatives and 
neighbors.

In 1919, Mr.° and Mrs, 
Meyer moved to a farm in 
Sand Prairie and one year 
later they moved to another 

/nearby farm where they 
began raising horseradishes, 
potatoes, - radishes, carrots 
and other vegetables. 

When they retired in 1953, 
Mr. and Mrs. Meyer moved 
to a home on Troy Road in 
Edwardsville. In 1956 they 
had’ the: pleasure of 
celebrating their 50th wed- 
ding anniversary. They had 
almost reached 69 years of 
married life when Herman 
died in 1975, 

Mrs. Meyer continued to 
live on Troy Road until 1980, 
when due to her inability to 
walk or |stand she went to 
live at the Eden Village Care 
Center. 

She has eight living grand- 
children, 20 great-grand- 
children and ‘nine great- 
great-grandchildren. Her 
relatives) include a_ sister, 
Minnie |Bonk, and two

The war on hunger three 
Venice residents declared 
four weeks ago came to a 
halt last Friday. With

materialize. They tried to 
persuade their third partner, 
Helen King, to quit, but she 
continued. 

The group, which had dub- 
bed jtself the “Three Cs,"’ for 
cop¢erned citizens, had ten- 
tafively planned to keep hot 
meals coming to the Venice- 
Newport area’s elderly, 
disabled and unemployed 
until Good Friday, April 1. 
But Mrs. /King had hoped 
that after four weeks, a 
church would open its hall as 
a preparation and| serving 
area 

When that did not happen, 
she decided that four weeks 


. was all her limited budget 


would allow her to stay in 
operation. Still, Mrs. King 
feels she achieved a portion 
of her goal. ‘‘To me its been 
very successful because I 
know the people appreciated 
what they received,” she 
said. 
, Although the numbers 
served varied from week to 
week, about 35 residents 
regularly were’ given two 
daily meals.

- Tuition at 
SIUE will - 
rise 10% 


Southern Illinois Universi- 
ty’s tuition rates will ® up , 
by approximately 10 perrent 
this summer, a level re- 
quired to supply “‘desperste- 
ly needed resources,” SU 
officials decided Thursday. 
Meeting in Carbondap, 
SIU’s Board of Trustees @- 
proved the hikes whie 
deploring statewide finas- 
cial. problems that male 
them necessary. 

The board’s rationale 
noted that ‘access to higher 
education, long a major 
of the state, surely is limi! 
by repeated tuition 
creases.”” 

Higher tuition rates — first 
considered by the board dur- 
ing its February meeting — 
are in line with recommen- 
dations by the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education in its 
proposed higher education 
budget for the coming fiscal 
year. 

The IBHE guideline calls 
for public universities to pro- 
vide $13.7 million of recom- 
mended budget funds 
through 10 percent tuition 
hikes. “ 

The new rates will take ef- 
fect with upcoming summer 
sessions at the SIU at Car- 
bondale and SIU at Edward- 
sville campuses. 

Under the new tuition 
schedule, undergraduate 
and graduate students at 
SIUC will pay $894 a year, an 
increase of $84 a year. 

Students in the law school 
will pay an additional $96 a 
year, for an annual tuition of 
$1,056, while medical 
students will pay $3,720 a 
year (up $339). 

Undergraduate students at 
SIU at Edwardsville will pay 
an additional $84 a year (to 
total $882 for three terms of 
study), graduate students 
will pay $945 a year (up $87), 
and students in the Sc! of 
Dental Medicine will pay 
$1,734, an incredse of $159.

U,S. Department of Labor’s 
Title V Senior Community 
Service Employment Pro- 
gram (SCSEP). 

Congress created the 
SCSEP in 1973 to convert the 
older worker demonstration 
projects into permanent, 
ongoing national programs 
to provide employment and 
training opportunities for 
low-income persons 55 or 
older who would otherwise 
have a difficult time in fin- 
ding employment in the 


private sector. The training. 


was designed to prepare 
older Americans for even- 
tually obtaining employment 
in the private sector, so that 
more individuals could par- 
ticipate in Title V. 

The services aspect is also 
another key component ‘of 
the SCSEP. The underlying 
rationale was to enable low- 
income older Americans to 
help themselves while help- 
ing others in their com- 


munities at the same time by 
delivering services that 
often-times would not be 
available without the 
SCSEP. 

This program has been in 
operation in the Madison and 
St. Clair County areas since 
1974 and has helped hun. 
dreds of area oldér workers 
tind employment. Many of 
the non-profit organizations 
in the two-county area have 
been able to deliver more 
and better service to their 
communities because they 
utilized enrollees of the 
SCSEP. 

The American Association 
of Retired Persons has 
SCSEP offices in both 
Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties — at 118A Hillsboro Ave. 
in Edwardsville (phone 1- 
656-7510) and 5520 Bunkum 
Road in Washington Park
